Therefore, the at least one 
supporting device is a headrest, and wherein the at least one supporting device is a 
neck-rest must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

In claim 12, line 12 "wherein said seating surface is not connected to said means 
for supporting" is misdescriptive since the seating surface is in fact connected to the 
means for supporting via the base. Acceptable language would include the following 
amendment to line 12, insert -directly — after "not".

Claims 12, 19-29, 31 and 33-40 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
